Smuggler. 

The king amoug trotting stallions was bred iu Franklin County, 
Ohio, six miles from Columbus, by a Mr. J. M. Morgan. Mr. Morgan 
cuine to that county from Virginia just before the war. bringing the sire 
and dam of Smuggler with bim. Mr. Morgan removed to Kansas .when 
Smuggler was two year* old. There being a race course close to the 
residence of Mr. Morgan, he was given regular work, and if was here 
that he uttractea the attention of Col. Tough, a 
noted horsman of Leuvenwonh who assumed a half 
interest in him. Smuggler was onglually a pacer. 


A correspondent of The Spirit supplies the breeding of the fine and 
fast young mare Irene, that made such a close contest with the stallion 
Enfield, in the three-minute class purse at the recent Dexter Park Sum¬ 
mer Meeting,. The fact of her being distanced in the fifth heat of this 
race, must be attributed to the shifting of her toe weight which oc¬ 
curred at the half-mile pole of the heat, and at a time when she had 
assumed a good position In the race. At Cleveland, the powerful mare 
Mambrino Kate defeated her after a contest of five heats; the Second 
was won by Irene, and the fourth decided a dead heat. At Buffalo, on 
August 1st, in the trot for i :28 class, she avenged her previous defeats 
by beating the stallion and Mambrino Kate in a hot contest of six 
heats, in which she secured the third, fifth, and sixth. The merits of 
the race will set at rest the doubts expressed of her staying qualities. 

“Irene, gray mare, foaled 1870. sired by Canavan’s Gray Eagle, a gray 
stallion brought from Cauadu by John Goodler for Joseph Cauavan, 
about 1866 or 1867. He was nearly white, of handsome conformation, 
and as fine limbs as a thoroughbred horse, and could trot a mile in 2:30. 
The dAine of Irene was Minnie, by Old Abdallah. She wus a dark bay 
mare with bluck points aud a small white strip in her face. John 
Wheeler at one time rode this mare a mile in the saddle In 2:30.

He recently sold her to Mr. Michael 
Goodin, of Point Breeze Park, Philadelphia, at a good price for these 
times, and be Is now sole owner of this mare. She is another forcible 
illustration of the fact, that It Is from well-developed trotting speed on 
both sides that we may more reasonably expect a speedy result than 
from pedigree alone, as so many theories have seen fit to contend for In 
the ten years past.”_ 

A simple mode of roughing horses, practiced in Russia, consists in 
punching a souare hole in each heel of the shoe, whloh In ordinary 
weather may be kept closed by a piece of cork. When the ground Is 
slippery the cork is removed and a steel spike inserted. If this steel 
rough be made to fit the hole exactly, it remains firm In Its place, and 
Is not liable to break off short at the neck, like some of the screwed 
spikes.

KiotokChicago Field -In your iaaue of the 29th and 5th I find two 
tetters from Mr. A. C. Waddell containing statements so manifestly 
■imtadlcod. and so Inimical to the Interests of all who are 
interested In Imported dogs, that I feel justified In criticising them. 
. , mr f *«v at the start that these lettera have taken me by surprise, as 
they assume a tune utterly at variance wlth^lhe spirit of fairness and 
lound sense which generally mark their author's writings. Had they 
fiuiuated from any one not regarded as au authority, I would allow 
them to pass unuotlced, confident that their very evideut bias would 
defeat their Intent ; but as Mr. Waddell's dictum has its Influence, I 
csiinot permit his assertion to go forth uncontradicted. 

In the first place Mr. Waddell makes the following statement as a 
,.notation from Mr. Whitman’s reply to me in an earlier issue. ”Ameri- 
Ao sportsmen are sceptical; they want the problem demonstrated; ouly 
convince them that the imported are as good as has been said and they 
will acknowledge It; that their progcuv are all the same, or even a 
good average, and it will he satisfactory.” Now with the exception 
o( a part of the tlrst two lines Mr. Whitman made no such 
Mssertion. This pretended quotation is no quotation at all, and hy its 
departure from the true text gives an entirely different coloring to the 
matter at Issue. Mr. Whitman’s words, as taken from Tint Field of 
the 15th. are: 

“American sportsmen are sceptical; they want, the problem demon¬ 
strated; only convince them by the Field test that Rufus, Kob Hoy, 
Rock, Erin, Hanger.

The word "all,” italicised In the true text, was the ouly ground for 
my exceptions to Mr. Whitman's claim. It is the gist of the whole 
matter. If he had demanded that a “good average” of the get of the 
dogs he names, and others, should prove their goodness, he would 
have asked only what Is fair, for beyoud all question any breed, 
whether native or imported, that does not show a good average of good 
performers, is in the highest degree unworthy of a place in our 

After this misquotation, Mr. Waddell supplements It hy asserting, 
“but they will never do It.” That is. they will never turn out a good 
average. How does he know? Has he the prophetic power to predict 
what will come from the womb of time* Upon what ground aoe* he 
base his Ides that the dogs which have sprung from the most noted 
strain of field trial, game winners—dogs whose pedigrees are 

valuable because they show generations of pure, uncontaminated 
blood, that have been bred by peutlemeu who have given more time 
aud money than any men iu this country to the developeinent of the 
dog-men descended from the oldest and greatest sporting nation of 
the world, that these dogs will fail to produce offspring equal to that

Representative* from these Utters ran iti 
all the trials and won. in erery Ha**. It has been claimed they did so, 
because so few natives were entered against, them. There I* hut one 
reply to this, and that I*. If the owners of the wonderful, world heating 
native* did not see dt to run their dogs in a competition to which the 
blue bloods openlv challenged them, the least they can do now Is not 
to belittle the performance of the dogs they dared not meet. 

Mr. Waddell add*: *' Even if at Memphis this Fall, one or two do well 
with the extra training they have bad. It will he necessary to hunt np the 
litter* and find out how the rest are doing." Of all the evasions to accord 
credit for the past, thu excuses put forth beforehand to cover the defeats 
of thu future, this Is the most childish and groundless. Not one of the 
recent Importers is of great wealth. Not one is a professional breaker, 
or claim* any iinnsual proficiency In the art. All are amnteurs, and all 
have other huslnesn demanding their time and attention. They tralu 
their dog* themselve*, or if they employ trainers they are men whoso 
service* are open to the public, to the equally wealthy owners of native 
dogs. Poor a* this claim Is at best. It comes with special bad grace 
from the owner of the largest kennel in America, the man who ha* so 
frequently written of hi* grand dogs or those he has shot to, and whoso 
advertisement puhllcally states: *’We propose to break dogs in the most 
thorough manner.” Now. I do not know of an imported dog in the 
country that Is thoroughly hrokeo, for, as Mr. Waddell has often shown 
os. this embrace* experience on game, and that the Imported dog* have 
not had. I know that ontof fonr I shall run at Memphis, one has never 
seen au American game bird. One has had bnt two quail, a few wild 
snipe and about a dozen woodcock, and the other had last year onehnn- 
dred and twenty-five quail killed to him, and not a single bird of 
of any kind since. These dogs must all get their "extra training’' be¬ 
tween now and the trial day, a period of scarce three months, and then 
mnst meet dogs that have been worked many seasons on the very bird 
they will show on. I shall run these dogs oot with the least exnec 
tatlon of winning, but simply to show hyloference wh»t they will do 
after proper handling and experience, and because I believe, though a 
shout of triumph will #o up from the natives when I am beaten, that a 
majority of the spectator* will he men of sufficient sense to consider 
the opportunities the different entries will have had, and judge their 
performance accordingly.

This dog may sire as good a 
dog a* himself hut yon may be obliged to rai*. and breed several more 
litters to find it Oil the other side of the question. Plunket before he 
mine to this country had sired X) dogs, seven of which were prize win¬ 
ner-. Among them Is Kile, a greater winner than his sire; the balance 
of them would probably have neon winners had they had the opaortu 
nlty.

Hereditary suc¬ 
cession has not hern sufficiently understood to be appreciated, sod stock 
aUmal* selected or pitched on at random When two dog* of known ex¬ 
cellence for a particular purpose are mated, and all the offspring fall to 
Inherit the parents’ nsefnlne** to a like extent, you may take it a* a 
rule to which there an* no exceptions, that one or both of tbe par 
ent* are III bred. What I mean hy Ill-bred I*, that some or all of their 
progenitors had little or none of these excellences. 

I will venture the assertion that nine out of ten Americans *up|Misc 
each particular strain of dog* to have been accidental, when many of 
the most valuable breed*—among them the setter, pointer, spaniel and 
greyhound have been bred hy nclemiftc men upon scieiitiflr principle* 
for a score of generation*. It Is Just as tnnch a science as is chemistry, 
astronomy, geology, etc. The principles applied are just as positive

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THE OPEN SEASON. 

On Tuesday nest, the 15th inst., the Fall shooting will 
open From every direction our reports indicate prairie 
chickens, ducks, ruffed grouse, and quail, 
more numerous . than for many years previous; rare 
sport may, therefore, be anticipated. On the 
Calumet the ducks are in vast numbers, and similar reports 
come from other localities. We hope our readers will let 
us hear of their success. In order that at a glance it may be 
ascertained when the close season expires in the 
States where the majority of sportsmen are likely 
to resort, we give below a synopsis of the game laws in 
each of those States for the various kinds of game. As 
Iowa is one where many will resort to, we wish to draw 
special attention to the clause in the law which prohibits 
non residents from shipping game out of the State. 

Illinois.— 15th of August to January 1st. deer, wild turkey*, prairie 
rhlcken* *od ruffed grouse; 15th of August to April 15th. wild geese, 
.luck*. Wilson snipe, bmut. and other water fowl; October tat lo Jan 
nary 1st. qu»il; July 1*1 to January lat. woodcock. 

Colorado.— tat September to October Slat prarie chicken.; Septem 
her 1*1 to November 30th wild turkeys au«l mountain grouae; Angnat 
15th to May lr.th wild geese, dneks. soipe. curlew and plover; October 
to November doth, quail, the four year* limitation expiring this 
year ; August let to January Ut, elk. deer, mountain sheep and antelope. 

Kahsas -let of August to Much tat. prairie chickens, ruffed grouse, 
woodcock, snipe, wild turkey., deer and elk; October t-t to March lat. 

\aK»*s**.-Prairie chickens, quail, snipe, duck*, etc., etc.'can be 
ahot at any time. 

Minnesota.—*3 5th August lo October 31*1 prairie chickens, white 
breasted and sharp tailed grouse; September 1st lo October 31st, quail; 
September 1st to November 30th ruffed grouse; July 4th to October 
30th woodcock; October 1st to December 15th deer and elk. 

Mtaaouni.—15th of Angnat to February 1st, prairie chickens; October 
1st to February tel. quail and ruffled grouse; September lat to April let. 
wild turkeys; July 1*1 to January 1st. woodcock; September 1st to 

January IMh. deer. t . 

Iowa -15th of August to December 1st, prairie chickens; July 1st to 
January 1st. woodcock; September 12th to December IMh. ruffed 
grouse; September lat to February 1st, wild turkeys; October 1st to 
January 1st. quail; Saptember 1st to January 1st. deer and elk. 

It la not lawful for other than residents of the Stale of Iowa to ship 
game to any one out of It; realdeut* are realricted to one dozen a day, 
but an affidavit must be drat made before some one authorized to ad¬ 
minister oaths that the party shipping is a resident of the State; that 

the game is not shipped for sale or prolll; the number of head of game 
and the name of the person to whom .hipped, and the post office addreaa 
must be etalcd; and a copy of the affidavit indorsed “a true copy of the 
original" must be handed to the express ageut or carrier, to protect him 
from prosecution for llllct traffic in game,

THE BUFFALO MEETING. 

Buffalo has been the motor toward bringing the trotting 
horse into prominence. Here ihe East and West meet in 
friendly rivalry, and the hosts attend every year to witness 
the tests of speed and by them judge what progress has 
been made in breeding. The eleventh annual meeting was 
a complete success. The attendance was large throughout, 

and with clear skies and a tine track , tt\e racing was first- 

class On August 1st, the opening day, the attendance was 
estimated at 13,000persons, and they were amply repaid 
by witnessing two of the hardest contests of the season. 

Thu first or slow race for the 2-.UU class required six heals 
to determine the winner, who ultimately turnod up in the 
fine grey mure Irene by Canavan’s Grey Eagle. Having 
been beaten in turn by Enfield and Mambrino Kate at Chi¬ 
cago and Cleveland respectively, her revenge, though hard 
earned, must have been a gratifying circumstance Ut her 
owner and backers. The Southern Division were sadly 
mortified over the defeat of Enfield, who had been strongly 
supported. The 2:24 class purse was wrested from a capi¬ 
tal field of eight, by the game St. Louis geld¬ 
ing, Little Fred. He has thus far been uniformly success¬ 
ful proving himself possessed of great speed 
and staying qualities of steel. The fine mare Amy B., cap¬ 
tured the second and third heats in the first of which she was 
forced Ut a record of 2.104. On the second day a marked 
increase in the attendance was noticeable, a fuel due to the 
attempt by Lula to beat the Maid’s 2:14. In addition two 
excellent fields of horses were ready for the 2:20 and -32 
class purses. The former was won by the Bashaw stallion 
Gen Grant, and Mattie who was a strong opponent for 
honors got herself a record in the. third heat of 2:22}, beat¬ 
ing the favorite out by a length. Grant’s steadiness and 
speed has made him considered invincible by the Western 
Division and they arc reaping a big harvest. No one will 
gainsay the great merits of this stallion, and we still expect 
great things of him. Victory perched on the banners of 
the California stable for the 2:22 raco. Sam Purdy the sou 
of Geo M. Putchen Jr., after losing the first heat to ( osclte 
defeated her, and another strong aspirant in Pros|>cro 
in three straight heats. The pace was hot, 2:20* was (narked 
to the stallion. Lula’s display to beat lime, though a feature 
of the day, did not create any great amount of enthusi¬ 
asm. Her best heat was 2:164, and it was conceded 
Unit she was not up to her best form. The third day s 
event brought out an immense crowd, many estimating the 
attendance at 30,000. The events of the day were for the 2:32 
aud “free for all" classes. In the former a great deal of 
time was consumed In scoring, and in the second heat it 
was evident that a dishonest combination existed. Foul 
driving and jockeying was in order, ‘‘but there is many a 
slip," aud to the chagrin of the ring the fine bay stallion 
Thorndale, by Alexander’s Abdallah, slipped in two beats. 
This is a great year for slallions on the trotting turf, and 

their successes'through the Septilateral will explode the idea 
that they can’t stay and trot. Thorndale won his race in 
gallant style, defeating the favorites, and placing his name 
with the highest in the "niche” of trotting fame. Tbe fast¬ 
est beat, which was the fourth, is credited to him in 2:20. 

Previous to this race his record was 2:54. The ‘‘free for 
all" trot developed the three fastest heats on record, and 
what other but the wonderful Maid could accomplish this? 
The almost invincible Smuggler fresh front his late victories 
came in for a large share of applause, but to the dismay 
of his backers he was. owing to his unsteadiness, sent to 
the barn after the second heat, his attempt to beat Ihe flag 
proving futile. Tbe time was 2:16, 2:154, and 2:16. 

The wind up of the meeting on the fourth day showed a 
remarkable falling off in the attendance, the enthusiasm 
evidently being spent on the greater attractions of the duy 
previous. Elsie Good, a chestnut mare by Blue Bull, de¬ 
feating a field of six in three heats for the 2:26 purse, tbe 
best heat being 2:284. 

The last race of the meeting was for the 2:20 class. The 
winner turned up in Harus, a son of Conklin's Abdallah. 
The favorite, May Queen, was allowed to be drawn after 
the first heal, and the grave charge of poisoning was at¬ 
tributed to her defeat. The Eleventh Annual Buflalo 
meeting, just closed, will be an occasion long to be remem¬ 
bered by those wbo were fortunate enough to be present. 


Kansas City (Mo.) Fair Association Annual Meetum,

The secoud day has two events, a trot¬ 
ting purse of (400 for 2:211 class horses, and a running purse 
of (500 open to all; mile heats, 3 in 5. Tbe events for the 
third day are a trotting purse of (400 for 84)0 class, 
und a running stake for three year-olds, one mile 
and repeat. The fourth day comprises three events; the 
first a grand purse of (1,000 " free-to-all” trotting, a run 
ning premium of (200 open to all, half-mile heats, 3 in 5, 
with weights to rule, and the third will be a novelty in its 
rie and gait, viz; to saddle trotting, pacing, or racking; the 
purse for this contest is (100. On the fifth day the sport 
will commence with a trot for the 2:35 class purse, (400, 
followed by an "open-to-all" running purse of (600. two 
mile heats, and closing with a stake, dash of one and a 
half miles, the entrance to which is (25, the Association 
adding (200. On Saturday, the closing day of meet¬ 
ing there are three events on the card; the first a 
trotting puree of (400 for 2:26 horses; a running stake for 
two-year-olds follow, dash of one mile, $*25 entrance, and 
$150 added; and the wind-up will be a consolation purse of

They were miserable all 
jav What with fire crackers, torpedoes, brass bands, and 
oilier instruments of torture, they could find no place to rest 
tbeir feet during the entire celebration without being scared 
almost out of their wits. They were as bad off as tbeir re¬ 
mote ancestor that Admiral Noah sent out from his flag¬ 
ship to find a landing for his assorted cargo of fleas, 
musquitoes, bed bugs, flies, snakes and such like. 

It is a matter of grave doubt if the human race has been 
benefltted at all by his finding a landing at all; however be 
» spliced the main brace ” in several places, and I suppose 
we must endure the result of his voyage. At night the night- 
hawks that nest upon the gravelled roofing of 
buildings became frightened at the rockets, Roman 
candles, etc., and set off' heavenward with that pc 
culiar pake, pake, which seems to embrace ail the music 
with which they are acquainted. There may have been 
other night hawks under the roof without wings, that mi¬ 
grated to the sidewalks below later in the evening. And 
then the cats! The hotel in which we are stopping is built 
upon three sides of a square; the remaining side bus a long 
one story structure, apparent y constructed for the purpose 
of holding cat conventions; and there was a fine attendance 
on the evening aforesaid. They had just commenced the 
exercises with a song, when some wicked boys discovered 
them, aud commenced a fire of hand grenades, fire bails, 
stones, bricks and other movable commodities upon them, 
causing a dispersion of the assemblage with that catarrhal 
sneeze peculiar to pussy when she is uot pleased. When 
they reached the ground what pet dogs there were about the 
premises reinforced them, and put in their bass music to 
great advantage. On surveying the premises next morn¬ 
ing, from the quantity of debrii surrounding the building, 
consisting of broken tumblers, pitchers, noot jacks old 
shoes, ana crockery, it must have been llie favorite place of 
holding reunions for a great length of lime. 

In your last issue the question is asked do quails migrate!’ 
in the fall of the year they used to come through the city 
from the North, and get scattered, apparently bewildered 
in many cases, and fly against the buildings on Lake street, 
getting stunned, so as to be canght with the hand. Of late 
years I have not noticed so many as formerly. 

Prairie chickens do emigrate. 1 have seen them return in 
May across the Kankakee at Wilmington, commencing at 
sunrise and continuing their flight for an hour or two. 

They would come in sight as far as the eye 
could see them (about two gun shots high), 
and by having a man stationed at the east 
end of Jackson’s Grove, about seven miles distant, 
the flight would be continued till nut of sight, not one alight¬ 
ing in that distance. They generally came in flocks of 
about thirty, giving a few strokes of their side wheels to get 
the proper velocity, and then sail away. This was their 
mode of traveling on their migration. 

About the same time the golden back plover would come, 
in flocks resembling pigeons; indeed they arc often mista¬ 
ken for them. They would stop more or less in their favor¬ 
ite feeding grounds, (and they apparently knew every station) 
and then resume their hegira northward. 

In your last there is mention made of woodcock shootiDg 
in various localises. They were never very plenty in the 
West. On the islands in the Mississippi, about Savanna, in 
Carroll county, III., a good bag could occasionally be made, 
but it took work to do it, owing to the thick undergrowth. 

On 4th of July, at Joliet, self, brother, and two others, com¬ 
prising all the wyng shots in that bailiwick at that lime, 
would go out the day before—two up, and two down the 
river, and pick up about sixty, about all that bred in that 
vicinity. The ice for the occasion was brought from Chica¬ 
go in the boot of the singe. What wasiacking in game was 
made up with roasted pigs, beef, and everything lhat the 
ground could produce in season, all donated free. Some¬ 
times a circus would come along with an eye to business. 

On one occasion there was a fat, good natured constable de¬ 
tailed to preserve order, a man of powerful frame. During 
the performance the ring master apparently got out of humor 
with the clown, and cried put him out, put him out; over 
the railing went the peacemaker, and seizing Mr. Clown, 
to take him to the calaboose, tne ground and lofty tumbling 
between the two was the best of the performance, the con¬ 
stable acting as he thought, in the strict line of his duty, 
and the clown thinking, probably, that he was seized by a 
gorilla that would carry him off to the woods and eat him 
up in this, then wild country. Honors were about easy be¬ 
tween the two, hut lhat constable was always re-elected till 
he moved west of the Mississippi. 

I am digressing from ornithology, but there were many 
such things at an early day that made life agreeable. 

Getting off at Ainsworth Station on the Calumet, thirteen 
miles from the city, and going up the river, there used to be 
good snipe Bhooling. I am told it is not so now, as the dogs 
getting off of the cars will not work. There are so many 
rendenng and other establishments of the kind there, that 
they are not pleased with the atmosphere, but there is said 
to be a sausage manufactory in the neighborhood, and, as 
dog is cheaper than hog in the manufacture of sausages, 
they may be lamenting the absence of departed friends done 
up in cafes, therefore will not work, and the shooting is 
ruined in that locality. 

At the coming session of the legislature a general tisb law 
for the State should be passed, and a fish commission ap¬ 
pointed, similar to those of most of the other States. Sorry 
am 1 to say that Illinois is sadly behind her sister States in 
this respect. Our constitution provides that all laws of a pub¬ 
lic nature should bo general in tbeir application. Well, it is 1 subject. 


gularly blest. Sol Hopkins, the member from our city that 
especially represents the birds, fishes, and fur-hearing ani¬ 
mals, among his other duties should see to this, and that 
they should have a chance to climb around all the dams 
across the streams. 

Pelicans used to be very plenty on the prairie between 
here and the AuxPlain; they walked in Indian file, and 
when the mirage was complete, they loomed up as large as 
a first-class cavalry man on horseback. They have a pecu¬ 
liar way of feeding,much like lhat of our hankers and brokers 
now-a-days. They have on the inside of the lower bill a lot 
of integuments, resembling fish worms; and, setting in the 
shallow water and laying their necks close to the bottom, 
they raise up the upper bill, and the foolish HhIi, supposing 
it to he a restaurant for fiBh, go in, when the bank closes 
and the deposits are reposed into the sack lhat they carry 
under the lower bill; and then the bank re-opens. Alliga¬ 
tors feed muchly in the same way, although they have a 
peculiar fancy for young Africans and pigs when they get 
too near the bank of a stream. Many a young Miss sighs 
over the plaintive imaginary notes of “The Dying 8wan;" 
nothing can be more illusive. If she could hear about five 
hundred of these, birds sitting in the evening in the middle 
of Calumet lake—singing, she would think ail the cross-cut 
saws in Christendom "were being filed at once. 

The “Hutchins' Goose " that used to be so plentiful on the 
wheat fields opposite Lockport, have almost entirely disap¬ 
peared. They are about one-third of the size of the Canada 
Goose, marked exactly like them, and fly in flocks like black 
birds, not regularly as other varieties of geese do in o line, 
or in the shape of a tri-angle, or the two sides thereof. I 
have seen only one in our markets for the past dozen years. 
The Snow Goose is rare in this region, although innumerable 
on the coast of California. They are a pure white, except 
the tips of the wings, and are not much esteemed for food ; 
but I will write up the game, Ac., of the Pacific coast, when 
I reach my notes on the subject. I guess I will bore your 
readers to death with my early recollections of shooting Ac. 
about Chicago many years ago. 

I asked a fish dealer, a few days ago, what those were'/ 
pointing to a bunch of salt water fish. “ Thems 'heels sir," 
was the reply.

Woodcock and Quail—A Plea for the Wild Pigeon, 

Columbus, Ind., Aug. 1. 187«. 

Editor Chicago Field.—W oodcock shooting—which is 
never good in this vicinity—is almost a failure this year. 
One afternoon lately, with a friend and a good dog, on 
ground that in years past afforded us some sport in cock 
shooting, we put up two birds only. With the average pres¬ 
sure old Proh. is carrying ut present, a very little woodcock 
shooting goes a great way. The prospect for quail was 
never belter in this section; from every neighborhood re¬ 
ports come in of heavy crops of the beauties. We had fine 
shooting last season in localities where the Hoods did not de¬ 
stroy the young broods; hut this season has been favorable 
in every locality alike, and our shooters are jubilant over 
the prospects. Scores could be given of quail shooting last 
season that would put to shame the five, ten, and fifteen 
bird tournaments that seem to he all the rage at present. 

I dont wish to deride or make light of any sportsman’s 
pet hobby, but would ask, did any gentleman of them ail 
ever see a coop of the onre beautiful wiid pigeons, on a sul¬ 
try day, as they were seen at Indianapolis at the late tour¬ 
nament, and sec the poor little fellows with the tips of their 
heads raw and bleeding in attempting to escape from Inc 
coops, mouth wide open, and gasping for breath, plumage 
soiled und filthy, without feeling compunctions of con¬ 
science/ Gentle, magnanimous sportsman, when next you 
step up to the score with your deadly breech-loader, pause 
before you call "pull," ana think of the dirty, shrinking lit¬ 
tle innocent in the trap before you, once as free to come 
and go where he lisleth as yourself; now, by the net of the 
fowler, torn from its nest of squabs, cooped up in a narrow 
space, with the thermometer dallying around 100 deg., 
shipped hundreds of miles, suffering all the horrors of the 
RlacK Hole of Calcutta, to suffer au ignominous death, often 
from its inability to fly out of bounds, only to show ibe gap¬ 
ing crowd what a splendid shot you are, and decide who 
takes the pot. 

Is this to be the fate of the wild pigeon of America, whose 
grand countless host once filled the great naturalist Audu 
bon with wonder? They are followed from one end of the 
land to the other by greedy sharks, who catch them by 
thousands near their nesting places A few years ago there 
was a large roost and nesting place in Brown county, in this 
State, ana with the birds came this greedy horde of netters 
who, during the whole of the breeding season, “plied their 
vocation, and shipped thousands of birds,” ojT their neat*, 
thus doing double exccutiou. When the pigeons left, the 
telegraph was called to the aid of the netters, the story was 
told of the locality of the birds; on the wings of steam the 
sharks were at the roost almost before it was firmly estab¬ 
lished, ready for wholesale destruction. 

Is it possible that the shooting clubs ol America, iustead 
of being the protectors of oil birds — birds of prey excepted 
—have become aiders and abettors in the extermination of 
one of our most beautiful and interesting birds. 

Some will argue that pigeons are not game birds. Neither 
arc doves, larks, and many others that arc protected by 
law. Then why not the pigeon/ Others again will say that 
they are too numerous to be exterminated. The same wus 
said of the buffalo of the plains. How is it to-day/ How 
will it be in a few years, if the present state Jff things con¬ 
tinue? There can be but one solution of the question—ex¬ 
termination! 

It lies with the clubs of the different Stales to see that 
laws are enacted to prevent the netting of pigeons at oil 
timet, as well as grouse, quail and fish. You can do it. 
Say to these fellows who follow the birds from State to 
State: Out of our State; we will have none of you! A few 
years ago the sky was often darkened with pigeons flying 
over, and our woods and fields were alive with them, but 
now, except at rare intervals, wo never see them. It would 
seem that in taking no steps towards prohibiting netting and 
other devices to catch pigeons, the clubs that still persist in 
the old practices of encouraging the pot-hunters by buying 
their game, “are killing the goose that lays the golden egg," 
for in a very few years, if ibis thing is persisted in, tourna¬ 
ments will play out for the want of birds. I would like to 
hear through the Firm) from brother sportsmen on this 


argue that pigeon shooting affords flue practice. Practice 
on what? Surely not on game shooting! I know men who 
are fair shots at the trap, who, if put out rough-and-tumble 
in rite field, through brake and briar, cornstalk aud thicket, 
will scarcely bag enough birds in a day for their suppers, 
whilst others, who make a poor score ul the trap, are tint) 
field shots. I have already said more on this subject than 
I intended; but the recollection of how the little birds looked 
and seemed to suffer, und the dead birds that hud to be 
thrown out each morning, call loudly ou any one who has a 
spark of feeling in his nature to say a few words in their 
behalf. _ _ “Ky." 

Prairie Chickens In the Southwest.

Editor Chicago Fiki.d: —As only two weeks remain be¬ 
fore the chicken season opens, it may not be amiss to eall 
attention to the Southwest. No doubt many of your read 
ers are undecided where to go for tbeir summer or fait 
chickeus, and suggestions arc in order. From experience 
in Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Illinois, Missouri and 
Kansas, I incline decidedly to the latter—alone tlie line of 
the Missouri, Kansas A Texas railway—from Seda jia to th e 
Indian nation, and even below. Sportsmen from (Jntcago 
or the East have no change of cars to Sedalia. Mo., or any 
point on the line of the M., K. A T. railway. The charges 
for dogs on this road are light, and the cars are as handsome 
aud comfortable as on any road in the country. No charge 
for guns and traps if under the hundreth’s weight. At 
Parsons there is a railroad running northwest to Emporia, 
on the Atchison, Topeka A Santa Fe railroad, and beyond 
to Junction City, on the K. P. All along this route the 
shooting is fine. At Fort Scott another railroad runs north 
to Kansas City, through a splendid game country; and south 
to Baxter Springs. At points on these roads the chickens 
are plentiful, and the accommodations good. Strangers 
can stop over at Sedalia long enough to gel acquainted with 
Mr. J. D. Brown, (everybody in the place knows him,) and 
get more valuable information than from any man in the 
country. He knows all the good points for sport, and all the 
good sportsmen in the Southwest. Parties coming from 
the East need make no preparations for the shooting till 
they reach Sedalia. Everything necessary can be had there 
' Special rates can he bad over most of the roads, by parties 
or five or over. Game can be shipped hack home to friends 
twice daily, at moderate cost. 

The climate in the southwest, in the late summer and 
fall, is unequalled by any other part of the country. 1 have 
shot there in August, and as late as November und Decem¬ 
ber, and I can say with truth I felt less fatigue at all limes 
than at any other place I ever shot. At Chctopa the charges 
for teams, hotel, etc., are light. I hired last season a good 
double team and first class covered spring wagon, four- 
seated, with the driver, for per day. The board at the 
hotel was $1 50 per day—or $7 per week. Good dogs 
are plentiful, and, as a general thing, far more useful than 
our fine city dogs, though 1 advise taking one’s dogs along. 
“ Don’t encumber yourself with your gun” is my advice to 
eastern sportsmen coining west. Everything else can be 
bought near the grounds. I believe one trip to the south¬ 
west will demonstrate its superiority to any candid mind.

Gntchell Victorious—Kail und ({nail Shooting.

Editor Chicago Fikld; —At last Justice Weaver has 
rendered his decision in the ease of Gatohell vs. The D. C. 
Game Club. He decides that pigeon shooting comes under 
the law relating to cruelty, and he has fined the shooters for 
“being so naughty." An appeal has been taken to the 
higher court, and 1 hope und trust such decision may be re¬ 
versed. To me it would seem just as much right to arrest 
a man iu the field for happening to wing a bird as to arrest 
him for winging a pigeon from a trap. But we await in 
patience the result. 

The season is near at hand when, 1 imagine, I cun see the 
dogs point, and hear the guns crack as the chickens rise out 
of the stubble. 1 envy you the sport and am sorry thut cir¬ 
cumstances are such that 1 cannot participate. 1 hope some 
day to have a share in that most enjoyable sport. 

On the 1st of September we commence our reed bird ami 
ortolan shooting. The marshes in this vicinity arc full in 
the season and good sport can he had on them. The mar¬ 
ket shooters are being watebed so closely that they will have 
mighty little opportunity to bring in tbeir wares before the 
season opens. 

On the marshes of the Patuxent, the greatest rail grounds 
south of Philadelphia, the season does not open until the 
15th of September, and persons uot residents, cannot shoot 
without a permit from the land owners adjacent to the 
marshes. This will protect the birds to a great extent and 
prevent the market shooters from Baltimore and Washing¬ 
ton monopolizing ail the shooting, us they have done in for¬ 
mer years. 

The District laws allow quail to ho shot from the 1st Octo¬ 
ber, aud the indications arc that the birds will he numerous 
around the city and iu the adjoining counties. Already 
dogs are being regularly exercised, so as to have them tit 
good condition by the time the season opens. 

Our boat clubs keep unusually quiet, and 1 can hear of no 
approaching races. I hope to sec one of our clubs repre¬ 
sented at Philadelphia. 

Our gentlemen shooters are giving the woodcock a rest 
while they arc moulting, and hope to see them again in Oc¬ 
tober. The best hag i hear of was twt nty in [a few hours 
shooting. Jack Snipk.

There i" much else to he done be¬ 
sides simply teaching them necessary acquirement* a* a well-broken 
hunter, and spoiling u large proportion in the effort to accomplish this; 
and us long as we continue iu the old beaten rut we shall nave inferior 
broken aud ruined dog*. My friend* in several instance* (and 1 think 
we all have the save experience! have placed their dog* wilh 
trainers of good reputation - some turned out very well, 
while others have been returned worse than worthies*, with 
the gratifying encouragement for the outlay to waste as lit¬ 
tle ammunition as possible in shooting them.

Letters on Ornithology. 


BY DR. ELLIOTT I’OBKS, I*. 8. \. 

No. 3.—THE AMERICAN TREK CRKKPER. 


It! Ibis, the second letter of the series which Dr. Rowe desire* me to 
write for hi* paper. 1 shall gossip with my reader* about a common 
very Insignificant and little bird-one which, though well-known to 
naturalist#, is apt to be overlooked by other penmus. I want to write 
the little fellow up. for he deserve* better acquuiutnuce, a* I shall try 
to show in the sequel, and ought to he more highly appreciated than he 
generally l*. 

Before I go on with my "small change" of talk about the creeper, my 
reader* must take without wiucing, if they ran. a reusouab'e done of 
technicality. The name of the creeper iii the language of science i*. 
i'erthia famlliari*. The generic character*, or those which nil the dif¬ 
ferent species of Cfrtkia share are a* follow*: 

Adaptation to scansorlal habit* by the structure of the tail and feet. 
Tail loug and strong, formed of 12 rigid, acuiulnalive feather* gradu¬ 
ated in leugtt^ the shaft* are stout, curved and elastic, the point* ex¬ 
tremely acute, and the whole structure of the feathers closely resemble* 
that #eeu in the woodpecker family. Tartu* tru/tllafr, shorter than the 
middle toe aud claw; anterior toe* commie at base for the length of the 
first joint of the middle one. Lateral toe* unequal in icugth, the inner 
being much shorter than the outer. Hind toe shorter titan it* claw. Claw* 
strong, much curved, very sharp, the hinder one of great size; 
wing with 10 primaries, the first not half a* long as the 2d. which In 
shorter than the third: point of the wing formed by the Sd-Titb quill*. 
Bill about a* long a* the head, extremely slender, acute, curved; no*- 
trll* exposed, narrow, scaled. No rlctaf vibrissa*.

The American Tree Creeper—the particular specie* now to be treated, 
may be kuowu hy the following description. It inhabits the wooded 
portion# of temperate North America. 

Upper part* dark brown, changing to rusty brown ou the rump, every¬ 
where Htreaked with ashy-white. Thi* coloration descends to the tide* 
of the head. An obscure whitish superciliary stripe. Under part# dull 
whitish, sometimes tinged with rusty on the (lank# and cri*#um. 
Wing-covert* nnd quills lipped with white, the inn et secondaries also 
with white shaft lines, which, with the Dp*, contrast with 
the blackish of their outer webs. Wing# also twice crossed with whitn 
or tawny-white, the anterior bar broad and occupying both web* of the 
feathers, the other only on the outer web* uear their end*. Tail grayish- 
brown. Immaculate, darker along ihtt shaft, aud at ilie end* of the 
feulhert, sometime* showing obsolete transverse hare. Bill • blackish 
above, mostly ficsh-eolnrod or yellowish below; feel brown, length 
S l a-5A;«Atc*nt. 7‘|-8; wing. 2‘i, more or leas; tail usually a little 
longer than the wing, sometimes not so. 2‘% to nearly .’1 Inches. 

The general economy of the creepers is peculiar. Their habit ol 
climbing is ihe most prominent trait; the notion i* precisely similar to 
that of the woodpeckers, nnd quite unlike (hat of their much nearer rel 
alive#, the nutbatchu*- for the creepers never scramble about head 
downward, aud never move without be lug propped up by ihe stiff, elas¬ 
tic tail which 1* pressed against the support. The structure and grasp¬ 
ing power of the feet are much the name a* in Ihe nuthatches. The bill 
differs altogether from the stout, chisel-like instrument with which 
both woodpeckers and nuthatches bore into the wood either to procure 
food or to construct a nesting place, being weak, slender, curved nnd 
sharp pointed. The mandible* tuny he likeued loan extremely delicate 
pair ot I creeps, which may he Insinuated into the narrowest irevlc.es of 
the hark to pick out the most minute object* and a very efficient tool 
it prove*, as used by its skillful and indefatigable owner. The food of 
Ihe creeuers consist* chiefly of nmall insect*; sometimes, it I* said, they 
feed upon purticle* of vegetable matter, such as lichens or mosses. 
Their nidituntiou is like that of the uuthatche* aud tlpicrl titmice. Inas¬ 
much as they n«'*t In holes; bnt their weak Gill is unfit for the labor of 
digging into w«»od, and they consequently occupy such natural ex 
cavatlons a* they find ill decayed wood, or the deserted home* or 
woodpeckers and other animals. The egg* are numeron*. white, 
speckled. The bird# inhabit woodland, and seem to prefer trees of large 
sue. They afe uot highly musical, aud are generally considered #ong- 
less; vet some clo** observer* siy they bat e heard a succession of mod¬ 
ulated notes, by no means unmusical. In plumuge. thi- sexes are alike, 
and the regular changes are uot decided; while the variegated tints, har¬ 
monizing with the color* of tbe hark, are a great safeguard. The activ¬ 
ity. or rather the industry, of the creeper* I* a strong trail; yet they have 
none of the vivacity and turbulence of the titmice and nuthatches, he 
ing, in fact, very sedate and almost demure, bird*, gliding stealthily 
about the tree*, and likely to elude observation unlc*» #tsrrowly 
watched. Gill" specie* Is not regularly migratory. All the specie* of 
the genu• resemble each other so closely, that It f* difficult to say how 
many there are; we have but one in the United States believed to bo 
identical with that of Europe; there is another -peel** or variety in the 
warmer part# of America, aud several are ascribed to Asia. 

Home Insight into the general habit* and economy of creeper* having 
been thus given. It remains to he more explicit respecting the speclo* 
which inhabit* North America. I am not awsre that the northern 
limit of Its distribution has hern accurately determined Dr. Brewer 
soeuk* of lls extension to high northern latitudes." yet the authors of 
the Fauna lioreati .Americana bad nothing to -ay of the bird. The 
character of tbe arboreal vegetation probably determine* Its northerly 
dt*|»cn>ion, since It is ntrongly attached to woodland of large growth. 
But it 1* known tn extend Into the Hrttlsh Province*; Newfoundland 
and Like Wlnnepeg «re two of the most northerly localities 1 find 
mentioned by writer* in thi* connection. Its distribution In tbe

If one Is fluttering, I nuinot get him to 
go near It. Is there auy way I can make him retrieve? Ann.- Patience 
and encouragement are the only remedies. By no means try the dog 
at flrst on a wounded bird. When you kill oue pick It up yourself, 
sit down and call the dog to you. Show him the bird, speak 
pleasant I v, stroke the feathers and manifest pleasure at gat¬ 
ing it. Try to get the dog Interested, and when you have dime so place 
the dead bird In his mouth, holding his jaws together for a few secouda. 
coaxing him to bold and later to follow you a short distance with It In 
Ills mouth. When he will do this kill auothcr. put down your gun and 
go to the dead bird, repeat the process above, und when you have got 
the dog to hold the bird make hint follow you hack to your ettu. then 
take the bird from him nnd praise him for hrtuging it. This fear of 
takiug a bird into the month is quite common in young dogs, and inutiv 
are ruined by harsh treatineul which should ucver he resorted to.

I should like to know If there is unything he cun wear to prevent this. 

I have heard of dog boots but don’t know how they are made: can you 
tell me? Ans.—Take a round piece of leuther from au old boot leg. 
cut another strip about throu Inches wide and long enough to go around 
the leg. Sew the edge of this strip to the edge of the round piece, so as 
to make a cylinder large enough to allow the foot to enter without 
cramping. To the upper corners sew pieces of tape by which the top of 
the boot can he twuud round the leg. These hoots will protect the 
foot perfectly if made so ns to he comfortable.

Tie a hit of waxed silk or a horsehair tightly about the top of tbo sac 
next to the leg. and in a few days it will drop olf and heal probably.

cral occasions witnessed.” Mr. T. G. Gentry has noticed the same 
thing: "On the outskirts of Philadelphia." he says, “stauds a certain hol¬ 
low birch tree, which has afforded lodgings for a half dozen Individual* 
of this species for several successive winters. On the return of night, the 
birds will precipitate themselves into the cavity, und closely huddle ft* 
ma*Mr. until day break." 

The creeper differs from most of Its relations in having very little 
sociability; it seems to be too much occuided with its uretndug affair* 
to have any time for Rociul relaxation*. Though it Is often found with 
nuthatches and titmice. It seems that the association is not sought ou 
It* own part, but is rather the intrusion of the other birds, or the cas¬ 
ual coming together of species whore reaorts are similar. I think it Is 
decidedly a shy and solitary bird. Audubon's remark, that the mem¬ 
ber* of one family usually remain together until the following Spring, 
i* contrary to my experience: but it derives some probable support from 
Mr. Gentry's above-quoted observation. Tho birds that the Creeper is 
ofteiiest seen on the same tree with are probably the smaller species of 
woodpecker, commonly called "sapeuckem." The Infestation of par¬ 
ticular trees by Insects probably calls the two kind* of birds together 
in cmnmuulty of interest; though it is supposed by some that the 
wily little creeper takes advantage of the superior ability of wood¬ 
peckers to And insects, and follow* in their wake to trees where It 
may be sure of a feast. Yet its solitary habit* are always conspicuous, 
and are exhibited by its choice, especially during the breeding season, 
of the depths of the fores’ for its home, and by the little attention It 
pays to other birds. At other seasons, however, it betrays more famil¬ 
iarity, aud i* occasionally seen In orchards, gardens aud lawns near 
dwelling bouses. The degree of shyuess or timidity It shows Iu the 

t rose nee of man. and of the pains it takes to elude observation, has 
ren variously rated by author*. Dr. Brewer alludes to the current 
tlntement that the creeper, on perceiving Itself to be watched, moves 
to the opposite of the trunk, a* lacking foundation, aud Is inclined to 
the opinion that the bird's movement* are not due to caution, hut 
simply to restlessness, hejiaving always found them unconscious or 
regardless of bin presence. My experience goes to confirm thl*. While 
1 do not mean to assert that a creeper may not be frightened, and In 
etlnctively Seattle around the truuk, or fly away. 1 have often stood 
within a few feet of one of the birds, and watched Its movements with 
perfect ease; the course of Its cork-screw journey brought It Into view 
m often as It was hidden, and ihe bird appeared all the while to con¬ 
sider me of no account whatever. 

Aa already stated, the bird in nesting occupies natural cavities of the 
wood, or deserted woodpecker - * hole*, and similar retreat*. In which 
is deposited a lining composed of grasses, lichens, or decayed wood, 
usually mingled with the hair of quadrupeds or the feathers of birds, 
the whole mass having little consistency. It appear* to nest with equal 
readiness at different elevatloos, sometimes selecting a rotten stump 
close to the ground, at other times finding a hole at a considerable 
height. It is represented as a brave and devoted parent, regardless of 
ita own danger when Us nest is threatened. The eggs are stated to vary 
in number from flve to eight or even nine. They resemble those of the 
nuthatches and most titmice In being white, sprinkled with reddish- 
brown dots, and others of purplish or neutral tint; the dots being rath¬ 
er sparingly distributed, tnough tending at times to wreathe about the 
larger end. The creeper being a slender-bodied bird In comparison 
with Its linear dimension*, the eggs appear rather small for It* size, be¬ 
ing about 0.55 in length, by 0.44 In breadth. 

The Insectivorous diet of the creeper la occasionally varied with veg¬ 
etable substances. Audubon speaks of finding particles of lichens, in 
It* gizzard, and Mr. Gentry affirm* that he has frequently seen the bird 
upon hemlock, spruce and bircb trees, feeding upou the seeds which 
are contained In the cones of the two former, and npon the catkins of 
the latter. According to the same^Wnter, the following Insects have 
been Indentlfled among the contents of Its stomach '.— Crafonycfm* rtn- 
rrtu$, r. pcrflnaz. Khynrh*nu* pintu, Rnatrirhu* pi nun, Platynu* 
'••Itrtipmnhf.Unrjmlut com par. Formica nangninra and F. *nltt/rran«i. 
Ants appear to he a favorite article of its diet, and are devoured in such 
miantitlea that at times the body of the bird has been fonnd to smell of 
loc*e creatures. 

The creeper's musical ability la not conspicuous. I have never rec¬ 
ognized Its song, and most authors say nothing on this score. Hut It 
•cents that, beside its well-known harsh call-note (more easily learned 
and recognized than described). It has "a very distinct aud varied song. " 
Thi* observation seems to* have been first made. In the case of (be 
American bird, by Mr. William Brewster, of Cambridge, who state# 
that he has heard the bird singing, in different part# of New England 
from the middle of Marrli to June. "Their note# arc varied and warb 
ling and somewhat confused; some of them are load, powerful, and 
•Qrpassingly sweet, other* are more feeble and plaintive; their song 
usnally ends with tbelr accnstomed cry. which may he represented by 
^ff-rrrr rrr ep." The same thing has been noticed In the case of the 
European creeper; Its song during the pairing season being, 
according to ITofessor Newton. "Imid and pleasing, tnough not often 
beard, aud pitched in a high, shrill key." 8o it seems that this obscure, 
bard working and very practical little bird has fonnd time amidst ah 
aorblng pursuits to cultivate some of the accomplishments.
